Then, in 1945, he 
went to Manches- 
ter University and 
obtained a PhD. 
Three years later, 
when he returned 
to India in 1948, he applied for the post of lecturer in 
Dethi University, but was rejected. This thoroughly 
depressed him, as he now thought his future looked 
bleak. However, he returned to England to carry out 
further research in his field. His hard work yielded 
fruitful results and later, in 1968, he received the 
Nobel Prize for an important discovery relating to 
DNA.
